A Proclamation for the Prizing of Wines. 


2, Hereas by the Statute made in the eight and twentieth yeere of 


0 the Reigne of King Henry the eight foz p2izing of Wines, Jt is 
y 80 5 pꝛrouided, That the Toꝛd Chancellour, Loꝛd Treaſurer, Toꝛd 
D 7 | Pzclident of the Kings moſt Honourable Councill, Toꝛd Paine 
5 | Deale, and the Loꝛd chicfe Juſtices of either Bench, oz fine,foure, 
/ 02 th:ecof them, (hall haue power and anthozity by their dilcreti⸗ 
ons, to ſet the pzi3es of all kinde of Wines, as in the laid Statute 
s erp2eſſed; By vertue whereof, the Loꝛd Keeper of the great 
Salt of England, the Lozd Treaſurer, the Loꝛd Pꝛiuie Seale, the Lozd chicfe Juſtice ok 
His Maieſties Bench, and the Lo2d chiefe Juſtice of the Common Pleas the cight and 
twentieth day of December laſt paſi did oꝛder, That Canarp Wines, Multadels, and Allt- 
gant ſhould be ſold in Groſſe at ſeuenteene pounds the Pipe, and at twelue pence the Quart 
by Retaile ; Sackes and Mallegoes at fifteene pounds the Butt in Grofle, and ten pence the 
Quart by Retaile; The bet Galcoine and French Wines at cighteene pounds the Tunne. 
and the Kochel wines, and other ſmall and thinne Wines at fifteene pounds the Tunne in 
Groſſe, and at fire pence the Quart by Netaile and actoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions foꝛ greater 
02 leſſer quantities, either in Groſſe 02 by Retaile ; and that none pꝛeſume to ſell at higher 
pꝛizes during the next peere now enluing, whereok the Clerke of the Crowne is to take 
notice, and to ſee the ſame pzoclaimed the next Terme in Chanterp, accozding to the 
Statute. 

Now that all cauſe of excuſe may be remooued from ſuch as inhabite in remote parts of 
this Realme, and that ſuch as ſhall be found delinquents herein, may acknowledge their 
owne wilkulneſſe the cauſe of the danger and penalty they fall into, after aduertilement; His 
Highneſſe will and pleaſure is, and by the adutce of the ſaid Loꝛds and the reſt of His Pztuy 
Cauncill, acco2ding to one other Statutemade in that behalfe in the fourth yeere of the 
reigne of His moſt noble Pꝛogenitoꝛ King Edward the third, by His Royall Pzoclamation, 
doeth publiſh and declare, That fo2 one peere next following, Canary wines, Multadels, 


and Alligaats be lold in groſle at ſeuenteen pounds the Pipe and at twelue pence the Quart 
by Retaile, Sacks and Mallegoes at fifteene pounds the Butt in groſſe, and ten pente the 
Quart by Retatile , the beſt Gaſcoigne and French Wines at eighteene pounds the Tunne, 
andthe Kochell Wines and other ſmall and thinne Wines at fikteene pounds the Tunne in 
groſſe, and at ſire pence the Quart by Retaile ; and accozding to thele pꝛopoꝛtions foꝛ greater 

oꝛ leſſer quantities, either in Gꝛoſſe oꝛ by Retaile, which rates and pꝛites His Highneſle plea⸗ 
ſare is ſhall bee dnelyobſcrned in all His Poꝛts and other plates within this Realme where 
Wines are landed, and within ten miles of thoſe Poꝛts and places. 

And it is His Maieſties pleaſure , that in plates where Wines by Land carriage, ſhall bee 

contieyed moꝛe then ten miles from the next Pozt, The leuerall ſo2ts of Wines afozeſaid, | 
hall and may be (old actoꝛding to the Rates afoꝛeſaid, allowing foure pounds inthe Tunne, | 
oꝛ one penny fo2 the Quart foꝛ the carriage thereof vpon Land euery thirty miles from the 
next connenient Pozt, and accoꝛding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Rates ; Straitly 
charging and commandingſach of His Subiects, and others whom it ſhall concerne, that 
none of them during the time afozeſaid, pzeſume to ſell any of the ſaid wines in Gꝛoſſe, and by 
Retaile, at higher Rates then by this His Highneſle Pꝛoclamation are appointed, bnder the 
foꝛfeitures and penalties mentioned in the laid Statute, and other the Tawes and Statutes 
of this Realme oꝛdained in that behalfe, and ſuch further paines and penalties as by the 
Lawes and Statutes of this Realme, can oꝛ may be inflicted vpon wilfull tontemners of His 
Maieſties Ropall Command and Pꝛoclamation: Requiring and commanding all Maioꝛs, 
Sheriffes, Juſtices of Pcace, Bayliffes, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and other Officers of 
Dur Poꝛts, and all others whomit ſhall concerne, diligently to attend the crecution of this 
His Mutelttes pleaſure, and to giue infozmation to the Toꝛds and others of the Pꝛiuie Coun⸗ 
till of the Delinquents, that they map be pzoceeded againſt, and reteiue puniſhment accozding 
to their demerits.
